John Kimberlin Meets Death at 
Negro Dance.—Two Negroes 
Charged With The Killing.

shooting at the time the man was killed. 
Joe Reed and Rod Johnson, both young 
negroes, have been arrested and placed 
in Jail here charged with the killing. 
The examining trials nave not been held 
yht, but from the meagre and uncertain 
tspUrta of the killing it seems that Reed 
and Johnson were the prometers and 
miflftgera of the dance which was held 
in the ok) schoolhodse. That there had 
beed fiiore or lees wrangling and fight.

Friday morning shortly before noon 
the jury in the case of the Common¬ 
wealth against Daa Carr, charged with 
the murder of Haldon Denny at Burgm 
last June, returned a verdict of willful 
murder against Carr and fixed his pun¬ 
ishment at % confinement in the pen¬ 
itentiary for life. Carr who was in th* 
court room when the verdict waa read, 
did not seem to be in the least affected. 
He » a mulatto and about thirty-five 
years of age. He was tried at the last 
term of court and a hung jury resulted.

Judge Litsey fined Willis Edelen, a 
young colored man of this community, 
on last Saturday, $26 and gave him ten 
days in jail in addition thereto for hav¬ 
ing toted concealed a deadly weapon. 
Thfl accused was charged with having 
^^fteoncealed on his person a pistol the 
nStfit preceding the last election. The 
defendant swore thpt he had the pistol 
with him as alleged, but. that be carried 
it so that a wayfaring man, tho blind, 
could have seen it, inasmuen as it was 
so long that only a portion of the barrel 
could be forced into his pocket. The 
Judge, however, considered the evidence 
for the Commonwealth weightier than 
that for the defense with the resulting 
$26 and ten days.

POINT OF LEGALITY RAISED 


f UCKED away In a most in¬ 
conspicuous 'part of the 
national capital, la a plain 
little frame building which 
Is perhaps richer In mem¬ 
ories of Abraham Lincoln 
than any other structure at the seat 
of government, with the possible ex¬ 
ception of the White House. Tp the 
great majority of the thousands of 
tourists ‘who every year visit Wash¬ 
ington. the very existence of this 
structure, to say nothing of Its sig¬ 
nificance, is unknown, and yet Its 
history sheds a new and illuminating 
side light on the simplicity and kind¬ 
liness of Lincoln’s private life. 

This bidden tribute to the blg-heart- 
ednesB of the venerated chief magis¬ 
trate is nothing leas than a toy shop 
to which the busy man, bowed down 
by the weight of a devastating war, 
stole away time and again to buy 
wooden soldiers and other playthings 
for the mischievous Tad who consti¬ 
tuted during this stormy period the 
one ray of sunlight in his father’s 
life. Unaffected by the march of 
commercial progress, this quaint toy 
shop stands to-day just aa it did half 


miracles in wood for bis little constit¬ 
uents. 

Tsd Lincoln, who was the means of 
the disclosure of the particularly ap¬ 
pealing side of his father’s character 
as exampllfled in bis frequent visits 
to the toy shop was a fine example of 
the bright, energetic American boy. 
Tad was about ten years of age at the 
time and like ail boys, particularly 
during the civil war period he devel¬ 
oped a most profound martial spirit 
On the occasion of one of hts numer¬ 
ous visits to the war department 
Secretary Stanton made him a lieuten¬ 
ant of United States volunteers. Forth¬ 
with he Induced those In authority to 
provide him with a regulation uniform 
which he wore on all occasions and 
for the time being the toy cannon and 
soldiers which Tad and his father 
had procured at the toy shop were all 
but supplanted by a militia company 
which Tad organized among the serv¬ 
ants at the White House. The young¬ 
ster was very much in earnest and at 
night he compelled his privates,—all 
much older than himself,—to mount 
guard around the executive mansion.

Wrangle Over the Question of Federal 
or State Jurisdiction—Need of 
Leaders to Pueh Admin¬ 
istration Meaeures. 


THE NEW COIFFURE. 


Washington.—President Taft la giv¬ 
ing his support to the most recent bill 
Introduced Into congress to provide 
for creating a great forest reservation 
in the Southern Appalachians, and an¬ 
other smaller reservation in the White 
mountains of New Hampshire. The 
president thinks that there la nothing 
in the constitution of- the United 
8tates which forbids the federal gov¬ 
ernment from taking over the owner¬ 
ship of forests which lie within the 
borders of ’’sovereign states.” 

Tbe president apparently bases his 
belief in the constitutionality of fed¬ 
eral ownership of state forests In the 
law which gives the general govern¬ 
ment supervision over navigable 
streams Tbe president’s belief is. and 
he Is said to have the support of his 
lawyer cabinet In the contention, that 
the government has a right to control 
those things which keep a stream nav¬ 
igable, and among them the experts 
say the foreBts stand first and fore¬ 
most When a heavy rainfall comes 
in forest covered land, the roots of 
the trees and the trees themselves 
check tbe distribution of the water so 
that it coqies down the sides of the 
mountain shed slowly, and aa a re¬ 
sult the streams are kept at a nor¬ 
mal depth. If the forests are cleared 
away the water runs off all at once 
and flood conditions ensue, to be fol¬ 
lowed by periods of drought. 

Representative Weeks of Massachu¬ 
setts introduced the bill which pro¬ 
vides for a forest reservation in Vir¬ 
ginia, North and South Carolina 'and 
in New Hampshire. President Roose¬ 
velt tried in every way that mental 
and physical energy suggested to get 
congress to sanction these forest res¬ 
ervations. but Mr. Roosevelt failed 
and the present president U willing 
to attempt something that his prede¬ 
cessor confessed he could not do, and 
he has hopes to succeed where an¬ 
other could not succeed. 

Either Feast or Famine. 

There are thousands of acres of 
virgin forests left In the Southern Ap¬ 
palachian country. Timber cutting, 
however. In places. It is charged, baa 
been so reckless that the mills situat¬ 
ed along the streams fed by the wa¬ 
ters of the mountains are compelled 
at times to shut down because of al¬ 
ternate flood and drought conditions. 
It is a case of a water feast or a wa¬ 
ter famine for a large part of the 
time. 

The friends of the Weeks bill are 
maintaining that streams now navi¬ 
gable will be useless for purposes of 
commerce unless there Is a stop* put 
to the work of denuding the forests. 
The representatives in congress from 
the states affected by the forest pres¬ 
ervation bill are practically united in 
supporting the measure. Nearly all of

Tariff Very Much to the Front. 

After a long, hard, hot weath¬ 
er session of congress which end¬ 
ed in the passage of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff bill. It la likely that most 
persons thought the tariff would be 
practically a dead issue. Very like¬ 
ly the majority of the Republicans in 
the house and senate thought that It 
would be, but It now seems certain 
that the tariff is to raise its warlike 
front again in the campaign preceding 
next November’s election, and that It 
may be formidable enougb to frighten 
most of the other issues out of the 
field. 

The leaders In congress recognise 
the power of the tariff as a continued 
trouble maker. Representatives of the 
two schools of tariff thought are pre¬ 
paring for the fight that they know Is 
to come. The Democrats are going 
to present the action of the Repub¬ 
lican congress as a "high protection" 
act which was unjustifiable, and tbe 
Republicans are going to defend it as 
"the best tariff bill ever passed."

E ven this early In the season the 
powers that produce our Easter 
bonnets are working industriously 
on the millinery which will be in 
such demand at Easter time, and 
thereafter. Surrounded by counter¬ 
parts of all the lovely blossoms we 
know, and others, born In the brain 
of tbe designers, the busy workers 
enthusiastically assemble braids and 
ribbons, feathers and flowers Into 
fetching hats. 

Why should nrft the tactful home 
dressmaker try her haud also, at mak¬ 
ing up a pretty, simple hat or so, for 
the coming spring? She has more 
time now than later and can indulge 
herself in more millinery or lessen the 
expenses of her spring headwear by 
a little batmaking at home. It Is fas¬ 
cinating work. All the home millin¬ 
er needs is a little guidance. This does 
not mean that she can make all sorts 
of hats. The home-dressmaker who 
turns out a prety lawn dress, well 
done in every regard does not at¬ 
tempt the exacting tailor-made sulL It 
le the same with hats. 

A good shape, developed in three 
different ways is shown In our illus¬ 
trations. Tbe home milliner may feel 
perfectly safe In attempting this hat. 
She needs to buy a wire frame of this 
or a similar shape, mull and braid to 
cover it, and tbe trimming materials. 

Suppose our enterprising reader 
lives far enough south to expect warm 
weather on the 26th of March, for 
Easter is very early this year. She 
may select a fancy braid, flowers and 
ribbon for her hat. Roses and IIIbcb 
are always In style, as staple as rib¬ 
bon, which is ever present in millln- 
•ry. Probably she owns some good- 
looking roses and will need to freshen 
them up. This is done by care¬ 
fully trimming the frayed edges 
of the petals and tinting them 
with water colors or with oil 
colors dissolved in gasoline. Two 
sprays of lilacs in their natural color 
and two clustera of roses with their 
foliage will make a wreath. Two and 
one-half yards of ribboq will make the 
full rosette bow, which consists of a 
group of loops four inches deep, sewed 
to a small piece of buckram. 


The frame must first be covered 
with mull or crinoline, but preferably 
mull matching the braid in colors. A 
yard will cover the brim and crown, 
forming a foundation for the braid. 
Sew this over the frame as smoothly 
as possible, covering upper and under 
brim. Bind the edge of the brim with 
the braid and then . cover the entire 
hat with it. Bewing' one row after 
another with the outer edge of each 
row overlapping the inner edge of the 
preceeding row. The under brim may 
be faced with ribbon like that used in 
the rosette If preferred. 

As to color, the amethyst shades 
are a safe choice. Olive, moss or 
light greens, navy or light blues, tan, 
banana and light browns, in fact there 
Is almost nothing in colors that will 
not harmonize with lilacs and roses. 

The ribbon should be of the same 
color as the braid, but need not be 
Just the same shade. Make tbe flower 
wreath and sew It to the hat. Then 
make the rosette, which is sewed on 
laat. Finally tbe hat Is lined with a 
scrap of silk, and Is ready for wear, 
an achievement of w%kh the : clever 
maker has a right to be proud. If 
she has any misgivings about how to 
proceed with the making, let her ex¬ 
amine any hats made of braid, which 
come within her reach. 

Suppose, however, our home-milliner 
lives where an Easter falling In March 
is likely to he far from an ideal spring 
day. Her needs have been looked 
after, and she should choose braids 
in darker, stronger colors, than for 
flower-trimmed hats. A moss green, 
olive or clear bright navy, or any of 
the good shades of brown. The blue 
of the bluebird Is the happiest of se¬ 
lections. For trimming, velvet ribbon, 
satin bows and fancy feather quills 
are the proper choice, or wings may 
be used. Let the satin ribbon be of 
the same color as the braid. • The vel¬ 
vet ribbon may be a dash of bright 
color tike cherry or coral or a darker 
shade of the same color aa the satin 
ribbon. 

For the feather, nothing is mud 
prettier than the Iridescent coque, but 
there are so many to choose from that 
one may uae the individual taste in 
this matter. The velvet ribbon is 
threaded through small slashes cut In 
the covered frame, the fancy feathers 
are sewed on firmly and over them 
a group of loops made of two yards 
of No. 00 ribbon. If the matter of 
covering the hat with braid seems too 
• difficult, a shape can be bought ready 
made and simply trimmed with folded 
satin ribbon, a cluster or quills and an 
ornament or flower placed In the cen¬ 
ter of a rosette made of loops. Five 
yards of ribbon are needed for this 
bat and two broad, or a cluster of nar 
row- quills. 

Tbe ribbon Is laid In folds and 
tucked about the hat In what Is known 
as a ‘'crushed'’ band. The rosette la a 
series of loops four inches deep sewed 
to a little piece of buckram, the alz 
of a silver dollar. This is Rewed to 
the hat after the band and quills have 
been adjusted. Finally an ornament 
or a flat flower la sewed at the center 
of the rosette, completing the trim¬ 
ming. 

These hats provide one with some¬ 
thing pretty for Easter and very use¬ 
ful for the spring and early summer, 
or for general wear all summer, for 
that matter. The last two described 
are very handsome In all black. 

Twelve yards of braid are needed at 
least for this model, one yard of mull, 
and a spool of silk thread matching 
tbe braid in color. Finally, let me 
whisper to those Interested, the mas¬ 
culine members of your family will 
think . your achievement wonderfully 
clever. If you make your own hat.

Scabby sheep should be dipped at 
the first opportunity, for if kept until 
shearing time most of the wool may be 
lost and the vitality of the animal 
greatly reduced. All sheep badly af- 
tected with the disease should, before 
being dipped, have the thick scabs 
softened by pouring some of the dip 
on them and rubbing them with a 
smooth stick, care being taken, how¬ 
ever, not to draw blood, for upon co¬ 
agulation it is likely to protect the 
mite from the dip. They should then

one of the galvanized tanks and haul 
it to their respective farms as it is 
wanted. A dipping vat Sor sheep 
should be narrow enough to prevent 
the sheep turning around In It, and 
deep enough to swim large sheep. 
The length of the vat should depend 
upon the number of sheep which can 
be dipped In a day. There is consid¬ 
erable variation as to the width of 
vats found on different farms, and as 
a usual thing they are wider than 
necessary. Then, too. the narrower 
the vat the less the dip required to 
fill It. A vat twenty Inches wide at 
the top and eight Inches wide at the 
bottom is a fair average as regards 
width, although some very practical 
sheep men construct their vats as nar¬ 
row as sixteen Inches at the'top and 
six inches at the bottom when the 
vat is four feet deep. 

The dipping vat used at : the Ken¬ 
tucky experiment station Is located 
in the driveway of the hoghouse and 
can be used for the dipping of sheep 
and young pigs. It is built entirely 
of concrete, the walls of which are 
six inches in width, with the excep¬ 
tion of the partition between the vat 
and dry chamber, which has a thick¬ 
ness of nine Inches. The end of the 
vat Into which the hogs And sheep 
are plunged Is perpendicular, while 
the opposite end Is provided with an 
incline which is quite deeply creased 
so that the anifflal can walk out. The 
floor around the end of the vat from 
which the eheep emerge Is so graded 
that all drippings return to the vat. 
There are eewer connections with this 
outfit, the- valve of which is located 
in the dry chamber. The dry cham¬ 
ber allows the attendant to carefully 
control the dripping, break up thick 
scabs with a brush, and, if. necessary 
help the sheep up the incline, and 
also go to the aid of a sheep quickly 
if it shows signs of strangling. This 
vat is quite inexpensive. 

A chute like this can be' built with 
little trouble.

Charles Dickens died In June. 1870. 
In September of that year I found my¬ 
self In London and being shown 
through Westminster Abbey by Mr 
William Shaw, one of the editors of 
the London Illustrated Graphic. 

After the conventional round of the 
abbey had been made, but before we 
had visited the Poets' Comer, Mr 
Sbaw excused himself for a few min¬ 
utes that he might seek out from the 
throng in the abbey a friend of whom 
he had bad a passing glimpse a little 
•while before, "i will rejoin you at 
Dickens' grave." he said. "You know 
he Is buried In the Poets' Comer.” 

I asked how I was to Identify the 
grave. Mr Shaw smiled. 

"You will not find any memorial or 
monument to him'upon the wall." he 
■aid “A simple slab in the floor 
covers his grave, and there is no other 
Inscription upon it than bis name, 
still”—and I thought I detected a note 
ot tenderness come into Mr. Shaw's 
voice—"you will' have no difficulty tn 
finding It. Your eyes will be directed 
to it as soon as you enter tbe comer. 
I won't tell you how or why. But you 
will see something. I am sure, that 
will lead you straight to Dickens' 


Not once, or twice, but four times, 
as I stood there, little groups of chil¬ 
dren approached and decorated the 
grave of the great novelist Then Mr 
8haw rejoined me. 

“Now." he said, "you know what I 
meant when 1 told you that you would 
see something that Would lead you di¬ 
rectly to Dickens' grave I think that 
almost daily since he was buried here 
children, and grown people as well, 
have come and laid flowers upon the 
stone. They are mostly from tbe mid 
die class, as you have seen, but once 
In a while you will see some child of 
poverty add her blossom, perttaps. to 
the others upon the grave. To me this 
dally tribute from the great mass ot 
the people tells a better story of per¬ 
manent literary fame of the highest 
kind - the kind that follows an appeal 
to the heart—than any monument, any 
biography, could do. And I have no 
doubt that this decoration of the stone 
will be continued, day after day. for 
many years to come."

He looked with satisfac¬ 
tion upon what he was doing on hto 
limited area, he was saving, careful, 
and had foresight Surrounding land 
could be had for about $3.00 per acre, 
and he continued buying as hto sav¬ 
ings would permit, until now he has 
fifty quarter sections, gome of which 
he can sell at $25.00 per acre. 

Threshed Fifty Thousand Bushels. 

This year he was engaged in thresh- 
‘ Ing on his place for 54 4 days. He 
threshed out 50,000 bushels of wheat, 
of which he sold 34,000 bushels, one 
train load, at a price varying from 84 
to 87 cents per buBhel. He has on 
hand still 16,000 bushels. In addition 
to wheat he raised 30,000 bushels of 
oats, 7,000 bushels of barley and 500 
bushels of flax. He owps 104 horses 
and a number of cattle, but since the 
construction of the railway he has 
been engaged chiefly In raising wheat. 
This year he bought his first thresh¬ 
ing machine, paying for it the sum 
of $2,100. Ho estimates that the ma¬ 
chine earned for him this fall $3,000, 
thus paying for Itself In one season 
and leaving $900 to the good. The 
weather was very propitious for farm 
threshing, not a single day being lost 
In the two months which were spent 
In this work. The wheat averaged 23 
bushels to the acre and graded No. 1 
and No. 2 Northern. In the past nine 
years seven good crops have been har¬ 
vested on this farm. For six succes¬ 
sive years the returns were excellent, 
that to In the years 1901, 1902, 1903, 
1904, 1905 and 1906. In the two fol¬ 
lowing years there was a partial fail¬ 
ure. As the years have passed the 
quality of the buildings on the farm 
have been steadily Improved, and are 
now as good as can be found In the 
district. About $10,000 has been in¬ 
vested In this way by Mr. Guillomin. 
The farm consists of 6,880 acres, of 
which about 6,000 acres were under 
crop this season.

A poultry man is authority for the 
statement that the principle reason why 
farmers do not get more eggs during 
cold weather is that they feed onlv one 
kind of grain, it they feed their hens at 
all. When wheat ia cheap, they feed 
wheat, ane when com ia cheap thev 
feed com. Wheat causes bowel trouble 
and com makes layers of fat instead of 
layers of eggs. To get results, the 
two grains must be mixed, and bran, 
middlings, and a little linseed oil should 
be fed. Of course a farmer who goes 
to the expense of feeding nis hens, 
does not permit them to roost on the 
trees in all sorts of weather, but pro¬ 
vides a suitable and comfortable shelter 
for them. The supply of eggs on the 
market is not equal to the demand and 
will not be for years to come. The 
farmer who will give his hens the pro¬ 
per attention will be well repaid and 
will find his chickens a source of much 
pleasure and of great revenue during 
the winter months when little else can 
be taken to the city.
